ALL NEW TAXES TO STAND. 


The Commons have finally agreed 
to all the new taxes proposed in Mr. 
Bonar Law’s Budget. None was al- 
tered. ay a dozen members sought 
to induce the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to reconsider the sugar tax, 
but he asked the House to appreciate 
that a great deal of money had to be 
obtained not only by taxation, but by 
borrowing. Mr. Baldwin also urged, 
in defence of the sugar levy, that this 
was the only fresh charge that would 
fall on persons with incomes under 
£500.a year.—Sir W. W. Rutherford 
said of all the taxes he had least sym- 
pathy with that on sugar, because 
sugar was a necessity to life, There 
was hardly a tax that could be sug- 

ested to which there would not be 
Shonssuda of objections. He himeeit 
could mention 20 or 80 objections to 
the sugar tax, while he could hardly 
think of one in its favour except this, 
that an enormous sum of money had 
got to be raised. ‘Taxation had to be 
spread over everybody in some man- 
ner, and that being so we had got to 
accept this tax whether we liked it or 
pot.—An amendment for cutting out 
the charge was rejected by 141 to 56. 

f The Beer Duties. 
—Mr. Bonar Law said he was glad to 
hear there was to be no opposition to 
the beer duties. Those connected with 
the trade whom he consulted before 
imposing the extra taxation had tol 


limit of what was possible, He would 
not have been surprised if consider- 
able opposition had been raised The 
trade had recognised the gravity of 
the present situation. On the mate 
Bonar Law said there was 
no extra duty in the ordinary sense,

In regard to the luxuries tax, Mr. 
Bonar Law said the House evidently 
took the view that this was the right 
kind of tax to impose, and the Gov- 


The entertainment tax was now yield-

Mr, Law insisted that all that could 
be done in the way of recognition was 
given by the Inland Revenue autho- 
rities, and that Mr. Terrell’s pro- 
posal would spell chaos. It . would 
mean, he said, that every trader 
would make his own estimate, The 
amendment was rejected by 110 votes 
to 40. On the doubling of the assess- 
ment on rent of farmers for income 
tax, several members urged there was 
liability of assessment on proper

A STORM, AHUT, & CLAIM

Several letters addressed. by soldiers to 
‘The People” reveal ghee i which 
bem the attention of the War Office 

eing publicly called to them through the 
medium of questions put in the House of 
Commons. In conjunction with the 
“Comrades of the Great War” the ser- 
vices of certain M.P.s have been requisi-

MACPHERSON said he was not 
aware that men were being a 
as Sir Hamar Greenwood stated. “ Ii,’ 
he said, “my hon. and gallant friend 
knows of any case, I shall be glad if he 
will let me have the necessary particu- 
lars, in order that the matter may be 
put right.”
